'•From a ievi3w of these decisions, it 


is evident that there is practically no 
limitation on the power of the states in 
the chartering of banks. The greatest 
embarrassment in the way ot state 
banks is the 10 per cent tax on their 
issue. The state may own tho banks 
and direct that its paper be received 
for dues to the state, and may give to 
the bank all franchise it may s^e fit 
as long as the federal constitution is 
not infringed. The sitate may organize 
a state bank and authorize the issue of 
money based on bullion deposited in 
the vaults of the bank on mortgages 
and good personal security. A consti- 
tutional objection might be raised—I 
do not say successfully raised—to the 
issue tif money based on deposits of 
traliion alone, upon the ground that 
*ueii legislation world be class legis- 
tton. 


"There can be no constitutional ob- 


jection to the state establishing depos- 
itories for the storage of bullion and is- 
suing certificates representing bullion 
stored therein. These certificates may 
bo made assignable by delivery. Rep- 
resenting, as they will, if issued, a com- 
modity that fluctuates in value, the 
certificates will fluctuate accordingly. 
Hence they can in no sense be called pa- 
J»r intended to circulate as money. 
-They will be sold in the open market, 
and these sales, wher made, will only 
be a token of the sale of so many ounces 
of bullion or bars of metal. Their 
value will be contro'led by the same 
roles and causes that control the value 
of any other personal property. They 
;are, in effect, nothin^more than ware- 
.honse receipts, stating on their face 
that the holder will be entitled to the 
•delivery to him of so many ounces of 
^bullion of a certain fineness on pre- 
sentation of the certificate 
to the 
proper officer of the government. 
1 The government should charge a 


per cent of the val-ie of the bullion, 
when deposited, to cover the warehouse 
expenses, including the salaries of tho 
officers in charge of the business,. This 
per cent may be payable in^fcurrent 
funds. The certificates may be issued 
upon aliquot parts of the 
specific 


amounts of bullion deposited and made 
receivable for dues to the state. 


"If the national government does not 
restore silver to the status of 20 years 
ego or does not remove the tax on state 
"banks I can see no way out of our diffi- 
culties except at great and unequal loss 
to the people of the si ate. Encumbered 
as certificate of deposit would neces- 
sarily be, by the fluctuations in the 
market value of the bullion itself and 
the constant expense, however small, 
of keeping it stored, they might find 
but j; feeble and uncertain circulation. 
If we establish a state bank we must 
pay 10 per cent upon its entire issue of 
bills for the privilege. As between the 
two—the issue of certificates by the 
state and making thsm receivable by 
the state for all dues to the state—and 
the establishment of a bank, the latter 
may be the most feasible. 


"Neither the certificates 
nor the 


notes of the bank can be made a tender 
for private debts. The "state 
may 


pledge its entire revenue to protect the 
issue of the bank, ai.d I see no reason 
why the collaterals held by the bank 
should not be as safe as the government 
bonds deposited by the national, are 
worth nothing if the property within 
our banks is worth nothing. Our de- 
veloped and taxable property sums up 
to hundreds of millions.

ORIENTAL ART IN COLOR. 


Brilliant Tint* Combined So an to Tlavo a 


Hostful Kfl'ect oil the Eye. 


Tho reason that colors in an oriental 


brooch or,bracelet are so perfect is tho 
same reason that an old oriental carpet 
is better than any other. An Asiatic 
dislikes to be dazzled, to bo blinded with 
glare, to have his eyes hurt and his brain 
heated by unsubdued effects of light. 
Consequently, though he dyes his wools 
in intense colors, having few others, ha 
so combine.? them, so mixes them with 
black and that dark cream of which Eu- 
rope has never caught the secret, that 
tho total result is restful, and the very 
idea of glare or of full daylight on the 
patterns is entirely absent. 


It is prec isely tho same with oriental 


jewels. Th air natural glare is kept down 
by combination and want of polish. The 
Asiatic, who carved in jade and sank 
deep iuscriptions into sapphires, could 
have faceted precious stones as well as 
the cutters of Amsterdam, who until 
lately used no machinery. But he did 
not desire to do it. Ho wanted subdued 
effects and made of the garnet a car- 
buncle—wl. ich is a miracle of color with- 
out glare—or ho cut off, us we have seen 
in many en eralds, a mere corner, so the 
beholder, instead of being bothered with 
flashing green, should peep at will into 
green depths. 


We do not say he was altogether right 


—as rcgardii tho diamonds he was entile- 
ly wrong—'jut wo may rely on it that he 
knew hia business, and when he failed 
that ho intended lo fail. His intense ap- 
preciation of turquoise was duo not only 
to admiration of its color, which can be 
matched only by one or two flowers, but 
to the fact hat it is tho one gem that for 
all its brilliancy of color does not flash. 
To this hour the high class Asiatic loves 
the catseyc as the European never can 
because the light in it gives no pain, but 
reveals itself through a sort of dusky 
shade. 


The European has made lovely jewels 


and will make lovelier onoa, but ho has 
never made jewels like those of tho 
Asiatic, who with illimitable art can 
take from gold all its glitter without di- 
minishing 1 y one iota, tlio perfection of 
its color, and will hand you a bit of 
enamel in .vhich the green is as bright 
as tho emerald, the red as fiery m the 
ruby and th „• whole as restful to the eye as 
a piece of turf. 


The oriental jeweler bus another mer- 


it, and in it lies the secret of a possible 
great development in tho demand for 
European jewelers' work. Ho alwaj's 
gives to his jewels a certainty of value 
Ills i^old is gold of tmadulteraled purity, 
his silver tnily silver of tho standard, 
his gems the stones they are said to be 
and hib work paid for at an understood 
and invariable rate.

The Mayas, once the masters of all 


Central America, greatly esteemed the 
wide spreading evergreen Cuba tree, 
even believing that it would be one of 
the beautiful objects in the paradise of 
their future life. 


When Columbus was busy hunting 


after this big continent, the ceiba was 
very dear to the Mayas, as it had been 
for many centuries. At the approach of 
the rainy season the chac, or weather 
genii, masters of die clouds, were in- 
voked, and the people had a great hunt, 
killing many creatures of the forests and 
making a burnt offering of their hearts. 
Then several jars filled with water were 
suspended and broken. 


The fluid gushing out was symbolical 


of tho bursting of storm clouds. The 
name of that quaint cciemouy was Tup 
kak, meaning to extinguish lire, and 
very appropriately, since the first show- 
ers refresh tho parched soil aud scorch- 
ing atmosphere. It has not yet fallen 
into disuse, though it has undergone 
some changes. At the hacienda cf TJx- 
mal (pronounced Ooshmal) where, iu ail 
open square, a superb ceiba spreads its 
cool, shady branches, it was highly en- 
tertaining one afternoon to observe the 
modern form of the Tup kak. 


By the trunk of the gi eat tree squatted 


a man placing a sacatan, a drum that is 
exactly like the tomtom of the Africans. 
Not for 0110 instant did he pause from ' 
the time when the people began to gath-' 
er on the spot until all had dispersed. 
He pounded away as if the enfiro nation 
depended on his present exertions for its 
agricultural prosperity, or as if tho evil 
genii of drought might creep in and ruin 
the whole aitair should ho venture to re-1 
lax his efforts in tho least degree. 
' 


Men, women and children congregated i 


beneath the tree, where a number of red 
earthen ]ars, some fancifully painted 
and all coiL,-d, were placed in a line, as 
directed by a master of ceremonies. . 
Over a low bianch a rope was thrown. I 
To ono end of this a jar was .secured and ' 
jerked up and down by a man having 
hold of tho other cud. Boys armed witii 
sticks stood 111 line and one by one passed 
hene.'illi the jumping jar, aiming a blow 
at it, their business being lo bieak the 
name. 
{ 


bomo of the Indian latlrf wielded their 


stick so effectually that the jar full in 
fragments un their upturned faces to the 
delight of the others, who, without look- 
ing, threw themselves on ths ground to 
scramble for tho good things supposed 
lo bo in the jars. Some (hL.ippoiiittnent 
resulted from the first 12 being full of 
emptiness. This exasperated the enter- 
prising youths, because their companions 
made fun of them. Two jars contained , 
rubbish that camo tumbling upon the! 
bare beads and created some merriment. ' 
Livo pigeons flew out of one and away. ' 
Two jars had been filled with stones, ' 
which happily did not hurt any one, 
while in two others all manner of iusects 
had been closed up. Tho scorpions among 
them created some excitement 


Geueious matrons had filled three jars 


with wholesome food. The next two con- 
tained new handkerchiefs that instantly 
found owners. Two loathsome looking 
.guanas ciept out of one jar and were ' 
SDecdily executed, because their skin 
fetches a good price among shoemakers,' 
who convert it into fancy sandals and 
slippers. It was a pretty sight to see doz-' 
ens of brilliant butterflies swarming out 
of a jar. 
The delieate creatures seemed 


dazed for a moment, but quickly flew out' 
of reach, some with tlieir gauzy wings a 
little bit rumpled. This display of life • 
in ono of its most exquisite forms was ' 
followed by a dead bird. Then came o 
shower of fruit. Eic o was tho next of-! 
f'eriug and corn puddings wrapped in 
pieces of banana leaf. 
| 


Lastly there was a jar full of import- 


ed crackers, upon the breaking of which 
there ensued a despirato struggle that 
reduced more than half the covotedrnor- 
Bels to fine powder. Altogether 33 jars 
were shattered in 00 minutes, and as of 
old the breaking of jirs filled with wa- 
ter was symbolical of bursting clouds 
so the contents of these were figurative 
of tho many things resulting from tho 
levivifying rain. The peculiar rolling 
of the sacatan drum was strikingly sug- 
gestive of distant thurder. 


The man who had arranged tho jars 


before their destruction know the cou- 
1ents of each. Ho was the II-inen, or 
wiso man of the place, and it is probable 
that those same contents had a meaning 
for him, such ab the following, which 
suggested itself while considering tho or- 
der in which the jars svero broken: 


First came emptiness—AlusI What can 


•S'O hope for, how thrive, without the 
beneficent rain? 


Rubbish—Drourht leaves but refuse for 
the winds to scatter. 


Pigeons—When tlic sweet grain is 


ripe, the birds will come to feast, but 
s.way they soar in time s of need. 


Stones—Walla wo must build to pro- 


tect our crops Iroui intrudeis, (All 
fences, ill Yucatan are of stone.) 


Insects—But let us beware of poison- 


ous insects while working iu our fields. 


Food—Blessed by tho rain our toil will 


produce abundance. 


Kerchiefs—Then can wo have new rai- 


ment. 


Iguanas—Also fine sandals. 
Butterflies—For a few brief days we 


can flutter in the sunshine of prosperity. 


Dead Bird—But forget not that cruel 


death will coine.
